900,000,000 foreign aid bill today 
as “‘very close to an imprudent 
figure on the low side.” 
Meeting with the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, he 
pleaded against any cut. But if 
Congress decides it must be cut, 
Lovett said, it should make only a 
general cut and let the military 
apply reductions to individual 
items so they would “do the least 
damage.” 

At the same time, Secrétary of 
State Acheson was before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
seeking’ to convince it that three 
billion dollars should be allowed 
for worldwide economic assist- 
ance. 

Several committeemen, demand- 
ing economy, have brought out in 
questioning that about 43 per cent 
of the. total — $3,380,000,000 — is 
earmarked for various types of 
economic assistance. 

This aspect of the program has 
been under consistent attack in 
both House and Senate. 

Acheson faces close questioning 
particularly on the need to ear- 
mark $2,819,000,000 for two types 
of economic assistance to Europe. 
Of this, one billion will be used 
for “offshore procurement”’—plac- 
ing war contracts in certain Euro- 
pean countries. W. Averell Har7i- 
man, mutual security director, told 
the House committee . yesterday 
some of the dollars used for this 
purpose would remain in the 
manufacturing countries to help 
build up their dollar reserves, and 
will permit buying necessary mili- 
tary equipment at considerably 
less cost than in the United States. 
The second and most disputed 
program is “defense support” pur- 
chasing of raw materials to help 
prime European factories. The 
Administration is asking $1,819,-

NEW ONE-YEAR TRADE PACT 
SIGNED BY ITALY AND RUSSIA 


ROME, March 20 (UP)—lItaly 
and Russia today signed a one- 
year trade agreement giving Italy 
$5,500,000 worth of wheat, coal, 
lumber and other goodé in return 
for Italian farm and industrial 
products of equal value. 

The agreement replaces the 
three-year accord signed in Mos- 
cow Dec. 11, 1948. It was nego- 


tiated and signed in Rome. 

Italy will receive 100,000 tons 
of Russian wheat as well as coal, 
unrefined mineral oil, manganese, 
ore and. paraffin, among other 
items. The Russians will get 10,- 
000 tons of citrus fruits, other 
agricultural products, textiles and 
industrial products. 


U.S, LIFTS 18-MONTH BAR 
ON COTTON 10 HONG KONG 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (UP) 
—~The Commerce Department’s 
Office of International Trade to- 
day ended its 18-month bar on 
cotton shipments to Hong Kong. 

It said the British colony has 
given “effective guarantees” that 
cotton sent there will not be 
shipped to Communist China or 
other Communist areas.

President Frank J. McDevitt of 
the Board of Public Service, said 
he would consult with Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst before deciding 
whether to initiate a new drive 
for signatures. Adequate petitions 
gre required for appointment of 
a Board of Freeholders, which 
would \submé# a plan for operation 
of the.proposed sewer district to 
the voters of the city and the 
county. A majority vote in both 
subdivisions would approve the 
project. 

The rejected petitions bore 11,- 
821 signatures, but only 7683 were 
acceptable, Joseph P. Uxa, chief 
clerk of the Election Board, said. 
There were 2663 signatures of 
persons who are not registered 
voters, 926 living outside the city 
limits, 89 duplicate signatures 
and six triplicates. 

Circulation began last August 
after a Joint Interim Committee 
appointed by Mayor Darst and 
Matthews voiced an _ opinion, 
gained from sentiment at eight 
public hearings, that residents of 
the city and the county wanted to 
solve their sewer problems. The 
sewer program has the support 
of many neighborhood groups,

Sioux City, Ia. to the mouth 
above St. Louis. 


Missouri and Kansas members of 
Congress renewed the effort, fol- 
lowing the flood last July, to get 
the set of nine rvoirs in. the 
Osage sub-basin officially author- 
ized by. Congress. However, no 
action has resulted. 

The Army Engineers recom- 
mended a set of reservoirs and 
some channel improvements and 
levees in the Grand sub-basin, in 
northern Missouri. Col. Lincoln 
said his report had been studied 
“intensively” by the state of Mis- 
souri, “and is now being finally 
reviewed in the light of the state’s 
comments.”

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ALERTED AFTER 
ATTAGKS BY REDS 


Issue of Communism in 
Military Forces 
Brought to Head by 
Fighting in Natal. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 20 

(AP) — Brazilian coastal prov- 
inces stretching more than 1400 
miles along the Atlantic were 
reported: under a state of mili- 
tary alert today after troops 
fought off an attempt to blow 
np a Natal ammunition dump. 
_ A Meridional news agency dis- 
patch from Natal said germed 
Communists made two night at- 
tacks on a regimental cks 
in an effort to get at the anmimu- 
nition dump. Troops beat them 
off with machineguns, 

The news agency said Gen. 
Zenobio da Costa, commander of 
the area which stretches from 
Rio de Janeiro to Natal ordered 
the alert. Machineguns were set 
up around army barracks in the 
capital last night. Apparently Da 
Costa feared further Red at- 
tacks against the army. 

Pressure on Vargas. 

Da Costa, who has been in 
charge of a campaign against 
Communism in the army, sent 
his resignation to President 
Getulio Vargas. It appeared to 
be an effort to make Vargas 
clearly take sides on the Red 
issue and perhaps force out high 
officials accused of being Red 
sympathizers. 

The Meridional agency quoted 
a presidential spokesman as say- 
ing Vargas will refuse to accept 
Da Costa’s resignation. 

Opposition papers said Da 
Costa tendered his resignation 
because he failed to get support 
for his anti-Red fight from the 
war minister, Gen. Newton Esti- 
lac Leal. Leal is accused in some 
quarters of being a Communist 
sympathizer. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation that Vargas would ask for 
Leal’s resignation, which might 
arouse dangerous enmity in a 
large section of the army. 

Compromise Difficult. 

The President, noted for his 
ability to compromise, may be 
able to keep both Da Costa and 
Leal. Observers felt this would 
be difficult, however, unless he 
makes clear his position on Com- | 
munism in the army. 

Events in Natal suggested that 
Communism is becoming a seri- 
ous problem for Brazil. 

Gen. Pedro Aurelio de Goes 
Monteiro, chief of Brazil’s armed 
forces, said yesterday the armed 
forces are beset with “an abnor- 
mal situation, dangerous to dis- 
cipline.” He apparently referred 
to the circumstances which led 
to Da Costa offering his resigna- 
tion. 

Da Costa and Leal have been 
reported at odds for months over 
the issue of Communist infiltra- 
tion into the forces. 

Among other things, Da Costa 
was said to have objected strongly

They require all _ retailers 
handling items designated as fair- 
trade goods to observe price 
floors set by manufacturers even 
though they might not have 
signed agreements to observe the 
price regulations. 

Sponsors of the MeGuire bill 
said it will re-establish this pol- 
icy in the 45 “fair trade” states. 

It is now up to the House 
leadership to decide when the bill 
will be scheduled for debate. 
Once it reaches the floor, four 
hours of debate will be allowed 
and the bill will be subject to 
amendments. 

The stormy committee hear- 
ings on the measures included 
charges that retail lobby groups 
were exerting “high pressure”

Yeast buns and breads and cakes 


season. Hot cross buns crammed 
with currants and chopped nuts 
and marked with the traditional 
cross, have gone a long way from 
those first little breads that were 
served on Good Friday. 
Today the hot cross buns can 
be made in a jiffy and require 
no kneading. They may be set 
close together or apart where a 
crusty bun is desired, Care should 
be taken when adding flour. Too 
much flour will produce a roll 
that is: bread-y. 
And if you have never worked 
with yeast, either the granular 
which comes in a package and re- 
quires no refrigeration, or the 
cake type, you must remember 
one thing. Yeast is a plant that 
needs careful handling when be- 
ing dissolved. All liquids must 
be lukewarm or the tiny plants 
will be killed. 
You can take your choice of 
the two recipes for hot cross buns; 
one adds black walnuts. For 
Easter Sunday there is a coffee 
ring with black walnuts, and it is 
big enough to serve the entire 
family. 
Hot Cross Butter Buns. 
One cup milk, scalded. 
One-fourth cup butter. 
One-fourth cup sugar. 
One teaspoon galt. 
One package compressed or dry 
granular yeast. 
One-fourth cup lukewarm water. 
Two eggs. 
One teaspoon cinnamon, 
One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg: 
One-fourth teaspoon mace, 
One teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 
One-half cup currants. 
Three and one-half to 4 cups 
sifted family flour. 
Add butter, sugar and salt to 
scalded milk, cdol to lukewarm 
and add yeast softened in luke- 
warm water. Blend in eggs, spices, 
lemon rind and about one-half of 
the flour. Beat well. Blend in 
currants and enough of the re- 
maining flour to form a soft 
dough. Let dough rest in bowl 
for 20 minutes, then divide into 
18 parts and shape each into a 
ball. Place in greased 9x13-inch 
pan. Let rise until light, about 
45 minutes. Slash a cross on top 
of each roll. Bake.25 minutes at 
375 degrees F. Frost tops while

There are no lots for sale. All 
land was nationalized at the be- 
ginning of the revolution here. 
This does not mean the man from 
Moscow cannot get a plot of land. 
When he gets a lot, he is granted 
it with the right of perpetual use 
but pays an annual ground rent 
to authorities. This ground rent 
is not burdensome and not an 
obstacle to home builders. 

The size of such lots is limited 
by law. They usually run from 
600 to 900 square meters (6450 
to 9680 square feet). 

The most economical way to 
put up the house is to build it 
oneself. Many people are doing 
this. It involves purchase of 
building materials from a Soviet 
organization and actually getting 
out to hew timbers or lay bricks.

No matter how one goes about 
it, it is likely to take a lot of 
negotiating and fair amount of 
time; but this does not deter 
many really enthusiastic home 
builders.

ENATOR VANDENBERG was not just an ordinary isolationist. 
S He had been an internationally recognized spokesman for isola- 
tionism. He had almost made a career of it, particularly, in the 
Period leading up to Pear] Harbor. 


He had a prominent role in 
framing the neutrality law of 
1937, which included an arms 
embargo clause designed to keep 
the United States out of foreign 
wars by making illegal the sale 
or shipment of munitions to bel- 
ligerents. 

In 1939, his opposition to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s program of as- 
sisting the Allied nations reached 
a climax when he vainly fought 
to prevent repeal of the arms em- 
bargo provision. 

‘Story Repeating Itself.’ 
SEPT. 15, 1939: DIARY: 


“The story of 1917-18 is al- 
ready repeating itself. Pressure 


and propaganda are at work to 
drive us into the new World 
War. ... . The same emotions 
which demand the repeal of the 
embargo will subsequently de- 
mand still more effective aid for 
Britain, France and Poland... . 
It is a tribute to the American 
heart but not to the American 
head. Oh, yes, all these good 
peuple abhor the thought of our 


eniry into the war; they all are 
opposed to that. Roosevelt has 
Ziven them their cue, however, 
in his use of the treacherous idea 
that we can help these countries 
by methads ‘short of war.’ ” 

OCT. 27, 1939: DIARY: 

“This dramatic contest closed 
tonight in the Senate. We were 
beaten, 63 to 30....In the name 
of ‘democracy’ we have taken the 
first step, once more, into Eu- 

er politics.’ ... What

Embargo Repeal Accepted. 

Vandenberg accepted repeal of 
the arms embargo as the will of 
the Congress and _ thereafter 
acknowledged the new situation. 
FEB. 2, 1940: LETTER TO AL- 

BERT F. MAY JR., LANSING, 
MICH.: 

“It is probably impossible that 
there should be such a thing as 
old-fashioned isolation in this 
present foreshortened world... . 
We still want all the isolation we 
can get—despite the triumphs of 
modern science—and we still can 
look upon the two great oceans 
as the God-given guarantee of 
our international detachment (if 
we still have sehse enough to 
maintain an unentangled foreign 
policy). But probably the best we 
can hope for from now on is ‘in- 
sulation’ rather than isolation. I 
should say that an ‘insulationist’ 
is one who wants to preserve all 
of the isolation which modern 
circumstances will permit.” 

In 1940 Vandenberg was the 
logical isolationist candidate for 
the Republican presidential nom- 
ination. He didn’t actively cam- 
paign, but he indirectly encour- 
aged sponsors of his candidacy. 


Attitude Toward F.D.R. 


His attitude toward President 
Roosevelt may have been a con- 
sideration. Vandenberg was op- 
posed to the third term, and he 
also must have felt an intense 
rivalry with the President. 

A diary note of the year before 
suggested mutual antagonism. 
JUNE 8, 1939: DIARY: 

“At the White House reception 
tonight for visiting British royal- 
ty when I went down the line, the 
President introduced me to the 
King in an amazingly ungracious 
way. With a grim growl (and not 
a bit of facetiousness) he didn’t 
even give the King my name. He 
simply said, ‘Here’s a chap who 
t!.inks he’s going to suceeed me 
in the White House; but he isn't.’ 
Whereupon two of the Roosevelt 
boys (Elliott and Jimmy), stand- 
ing just behind, laughed loud and 
long. Senator White, of Maine, 
who followed me in the line, 
heard the whole thing. He was 
shocked. I was greatly amused. 
Perhaps he was trying to be fun- 
ny. If so, he might at least have 
smiled.” 

The 1940 Convention, 


Gov. Dewey of New York, Sen- 
ators Taft and Vandenberg ap- 
peared to be the popular choices 
in about that order as the Repub- 
lican convention opened in Phil- 
adelphia in the summer of 1940. 

There was also a late starter 
named Wendell Willkie — so 
much of a newcomer that Van- 
denberg spelled his name wrong 
in his diary. 

JUNE, 1940: DIARY (after Re- 
publican convention): 


said he had a direct message for 
me from Dewey. ‘He wants you 
to take the vice presidency with 
him; he says this will sew up the 
whole thing on the first ballot.’ 


“This was my reply: ‘Tell 
Dewey that I think the vice presi- 
dency is very important and that 
if I were not a Senator I would 
take it. Also tell him that if he 
will take the vice presidency with 
me, I shall be a pre-pledged one- 
termer, and he will be in direct 
line for the White House in 1944. 
Also tell him that if this is too 
much for him to swallow all at 


jonce, I’ll make him a sporting 


proposition. I’ll meet him at 11 
o'clock and flip a coin to see 
na end of the ticket we each 
take.’ 


“That was the end of the nego- 
tiations. I never heard from 
Dewey again until the final vot- 
ing on Thursday night when he 
phoned me with appeals to do 
something to ‘stop Willkie.’ But 
it was too late.” 


Fight Against Lend-Lease. 


Following the re-election of 
Roosevelt for a third term Van- 
denberg led the last, all-out iso- 
lationist fight against the Admin- 
istration’s program for lend-lease 
aid to the Allied Powers. 
JANUARY 17, 1941: DIARY: 


“President Roosevelt delivered 


speech. I subsequently described 
it as a powerful statement in 
behalf of ‘PEACE THROUGH 
WAR-BY-PROXY.”’ The First 
Lady, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
picked me out (alone) for per- 
sonal condemnation for my state- 
ment. She said it was terrible; 
and that no statesman had a right 
to ‘play with. words .when_ the 
‘world is on fire’ Those who 
heard her said she showed more 
raw anger than ever before.” 

The fight on the lend-lease’ 
bill was a last chance for the 
United States to turn back from 
the policy of aiding the Allies 
by all measures short of war. 
Defeat of the measure might have 
profoundly affected the outcome 
of the European conflict. Van- 
denberg led the fight against 
lend-lease. 


Fight Is Lost. 


But on the night of March 8, 
1941, the Senate passed lend- 
lease, 60 to 31. 


MARCH 8, 1941, DIARY: 

“If America ‘cracks up’ you 
can put your finger on this pre- 
cise moment as the time when 
the crime was committed. I had 
the feeling, as the result .of the 
ballot was announced, that I was 
witnessing the suicide of the Re- 
public, ... We have thrown our- 
selves squarely into the power 
politics and the power wars of 
Europe, Asia and Africa. ... I 
believed we have promised not 
only Britain but every other na- 
tion (including Russia) that joins 
Britain in this battle that we 
will see them through. I fear this 
means that we must actively en- 
gage in the war ourselves. I am 
sure it means billions upon bil- 
lions added to the American pub- 
lic debt—to a point which cannot 
be borne without ultimate depre- 
ciation and devaluation of the 
dollar to the vanishing point. I 
do not believe we are rich enough 
to underwrite all of the wars of 
all the world. I fear it means the 
ultimate end of our own democ- 
racy.” 

Vandenberg wrote this diary 
entry on the night of the lend- 
lease yote only a few minutes 
after the Senate had acted, at 
a time when his emotions were 
deeply stirred.

AIR FORCE CHIEFS

Some observers consider it a 
favorable sign of restraint that 
the police, all of whom are 
armed with United States Army 
issue revolvers, haven’t yet fired 
a shot at the rioters. In prewar 
years Japanese police were less 
considerate, although they carried 
swords instead of pistols. 


For their part the Communists 
are “armed” with such formidable 
weapons as pinballs (the pinball 
machine has swept over Japan 
like the plague), red pepper, 
homemade ammonia bombs and 
clubs studded with nails. 


Military-Like Organization. 

The main difference between 
this and other anti-American 
Communist campaigns is that this 
one is organized along military 
lines. According to the Japanese 
authorities, captured documents 
show the Communists are plan- 
ning “armed revolution.” To 
achieve this end, they have organ- 
ized a supreme military commit- 
tee to direct sabotage and up- 
rising on a national scale. 

On a working level, the Reds 
have organized self-defense corps. 
A corps instruction manual, in- 
nocently labeled “How to Raise 
Bulbs, No. 31 and 36,” sa-’s that 
corps members will be selected

Nation Getting Butter and Lollipops 
But Few Guns, Senators Report 


Watchdog Committee Says Unwiillingness to 
Disturb Civilian Economy Is Basic Cause 
for Dangerous Lag in Arms Production. 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP). 
SENATE watchdog committee says a “don’t disturb the civilian 
economy” policy dominates the rearmament program. The re- 
sult, it said in a report last night, has been the production of “a 
small number of guns and a great amount of butter, with a consider- 
able number of lollipops thrown in.” 


The Senate Armed Services 
Preparedness Committee made 
public a report of investigations 
made since it started work in July 
1950, soon after outbreak of the 
Korean war. It said investiga- 
tions showed this about the mobil- 
ization program: 

“Deliveries on defense hard 
goods—planes, tanks, ammunition 
and guns—had fallen dangerously 
behind schedule; so much so that 
the chances of reaching the mini- 
mum preparedness targets within 
the time set by our military plan- 
ners seemed remote.” 

One basic cause for this, the 
committee said, is “failure of our 
responsible officials’ to give 
weapons needs top claim on in- 
dustrial capacity. 

Lack Sense of Urgency. 

Back of this the committee 
found. “apathy” among some Gov- 
ernment agencies. “Those re- 
sponsible for the nation’s current 
rearmament. program lack the 
sense of urgency that has previ- 
ously goaded Americans into their 
tremendous preparedness achieve- 
ments,” it said. 

“The American people are en- 
titled to know whether their tax 
dollar is buying munitions or bot- 
tlenecks,” the report said. 

It noted also efforts by the 
committee to put a finger on 
waste by the military. 

“Basically it is a question of 
ferreting out examples of care- 
less squandering and then work- 
ing with the armed forces to 
emphasize the vital need for effi- 
ciency and economy,” the report 
said. 

“It is not an easy task to 
change the deeply ingrained atti- 
tudes of military men who, for 
centuries, have operated on the 
theory that cost is not a com- 
pelling consideration. . , . Unless 
the fat can be cut away from our 
military muscle, the nation may 
some day face the choice of re- 
ducing its defense program re- 
gardless of need or going bank- 
a

‘Lack of Perspective.’ 

The Defense Department has 
indicated, said the committee, it 
is moving as speedily as possible 
to eliminate production bottle- 
necks, and has named a “pro- 
curement czar” to expedite this 
effort. 

The report did not name the 
“czar” but apparently it meant 
H. Clay Bedford, an industrial- 
ist recently appointed a special 
assistant to Secretary of Defense 
Lovett to specialize in “bottle- 
neck breaking.” 

The committee scored the “lack 
of perspective as to the great 
danger that confronts this na- 
tion” and declared: “On every 
hand the slogan of mobilization 
planners appears to be ‘don’t dis- 
turb the civilian economy.’ The 
resultant mobilization program is

The bill is a reprieve only, for it contains a 
limitation clause which in effect means that 


- the city can be sure of the earnings tax revenue 


only for one complete fiscal year. The Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen therefore cannot 
regard this legislative action as a solution of 
the financial problem. It merely buys time in 
which to work out a solution. 

The Mayor and half the Board of Aldermen 
come up for election next spring. The people 
of St. Louis have a right to expect that the finan- 
cial-future of the city government be made a 
major issue in that campaign. Well thought out, 
long-range plans must be devised and discussed. 
The Mayor would do well to begin at once by 
appointing a citizens’ committee to review the 
problem exhaustively and assess all possible 
solutions. 

The need for such a broadly-based approach 
to the revenue problem is clearly shown by 
the fact that partisan opposition in the Legisla- 
ture very nearly prevented the bill from passing. 
All 15 Democrats from the city proper, and 
the two Democrats from St. Louis county dis- 
tricts, finally supported the measure in the cru- 
cial House vote. But the threé Republican Rep- 
resentatives from St. Louis opposed it to the 
last. They are: 

Paxton H. Ackerman, 5882 —— avenue, 
First district. 

William Siefert, 6025 ‘Arthur, Third district. 


Francis M. O’Brien, 4085 Alma avenue, Fourth 


‘ district. 


These Republicans contended that the people 
of their districts opposed the earnings tax. But 
the people of their districts are fully represented 
in the Board of Aldermen, which will have to 
take the final responsibility for levying the tax. 
And the Board of Aldermen, Republican mem- 
bers as well as Democratic, had unanimously 
endorsed a resolution setting up a bipartisan 
committee to work for passage of the bill at 
Jefferson City. 

Now the Mayor and Board of Aldermen will 
have the opportunity to exercise the responsi- 
bility which is rightfully theirs—on a strictly 
temporary basis. For the long run, the city will 
have to go back to the Legislature again. It is 
not too early even now to begin planning for 
that event. 

Emergency makeshifts are no answer to the 
St. Louis problem. A long-range financial plan, 
broadly based and backed by strong citizen sup- 
port, should be a high-priority objective of the 
city government. 
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One Up on the Smoke-Filled Room 


With all but a few scattered rural precincts 
unreported, the write-in vote for Gen. Eisen- 
hower in the Minnesota primary has passed the 
106,000 mark. That is only 22,000 behind Harold 
E. Stassen, native son of Minnesota and three- 
time Governor of the state, whose name was 
printed on the Republican ballot. 

This popular manifestation in favor of Gen. 
Eisenhower is just as amazing on the second 
day after the primary as it was on the first. 
The write-in campaign was undertaken only 
last Friday. Obviously something really new has 
been developed in American presidential politics. 
The people may have found the way to take 
things out of the hands of the party bosses in 
the well-known smoke-filled room. 

The evidence of this is all the plainer when 
the total write-in Republican vote is compared 
with’ the total vote for candidates whose names 
were on the ballot. For the write-in total of 
four unlisted G.O.P. candidates is only a little 
under 140,000 as against about 150,000 for the 
candidates whose names were printed on the 
ballot. That is nothing short of phenomenal 
in primary voting. 

This, as we said yesterday, is a great personal 
victory for Gen. Eisenhower. It is also a victory 
for the people’s participation in the sorting out 
of presidential possibilities. 
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Locating the Expressways 

“Expressway, stay away from my door.” That 
seems to be a common sentiment in St. Louis 
county, as the county planning commission 
found out when it held a public hearing on the 
Elliott plan for three major expressways leading 
into downtown St. Louis. 

Angry residents of Clayton and University 
City denounced the plan to build the Daniel 
Boone expressway through those communities, 
taking advantage of the abandoned Rock Island 
right of way. If the plan were to route the 
expressway through Richmond Heights and 
Maplewood, as originally proposed, the protests 
no doubt would be just as bitter. 

Yet the metropolitan community as a whole 
badly needs expressways. Clayton, University 
City, Richmond Heights and all the other sub- 
urbs need them quite as much as St. Louis does. 
The expressways have to be built somewhere, 
and it is a safe bet that wherever they are built 
the people whose property is immediately af- 
fected will not like it.. 

Since county officials cannot hope to find 
expressway routes which will meet no objection, 
their duty is to approve those routes which will 
best serve the general interests of the metropoli- 
tan community as a whole. 

It is very hard to believe that the property 
values or community amenities of persons living 
a block or so away from the proposed express- 
way would be adversely affected by any route. 
At worst, any damage would be confined to the 
immediate vicinity of the expressway. The in- 
terests of these few residents must be weighed 
against the interests of all the others in the 
metropolitan area for whom improved traffic 
arteries are a vital need. 
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Trewmun Wasn’t Running 

Misspelling of candidates’ names didn’t dis- 
qualify written-in votes for them in the Minne- 
sota presidential primary, and thé Associated 
Press explained that a write-in for Eisenour or 
Tapht would count for Gen. Eisenhower or 
Senator Taft. Any ballots that might have been 
cast, by write-in, for McAuthor, Stacin or Dooey 
would also, we do not doubt, find their places 
preperly to the tallies for Gen. MacArthur, Har- 
old Stassen and Gov.

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Mr. President Advises Mr. Truman 


While there are many statements in “Mr. 
President” that will be of interest to students of 
polities and public affairs—and many which are 
controversial, as the telegraph wires~ alreidy 
show—one passage has an interest all its own. 
That is the one which concerns tenure in Wash- 
ington. ; 

William Hillman’s collection of Harry S. Tru- 
man’s notes, letters, memos and diary entries 
quotes the President as believing that “12 years 
in Washington is enough for any man.” He goes 
on to propose a 12-year limit to “help cure senili- 
ty and seniority—both terrible legislative dis- 
eases nationally.”

Many citizens will be interested to see the 
extent to which he is impressed by the plain 
implications of his own proposed 12-year limi- 
tation for “Washington service.” 
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A Hard Decision 


In the important revision of its building pol- 
icy, the School Board has recognized the hard 
economic fact that the $17,230,000 bond issue 
approved by voters last June will not cover the 
cost of every project originally planned. The 
new policy, therefore, is an attempt to harmonize 
rising construction costs with community needs. 


Heretofore the board has attempted to move 
ahead with each of the 17 school projects the 
bond issue was expected to cover, even though 
this meant making substantial cuts in the size of 
each building. In the small Robert Avenue 
School, for example, a playroom was eliminated 
in an effort to keep costs within funds budgeted 
for the project. 

Had this policy been carried out in the other 
buildings, it is possible that St. Louis would 
have ended up with 17 inadequate schools. In 
the case of the Robert Avenue building, it has 
been found that the playroom is needed, and 
methods to restore it are under consideration. 


The alternative policy is to construct each 
school as originally planned, and discentinue 
building when the money runs out. This is what 
the board now plans to do. It means that each 
school finally put up shodld fit the needs of its 
area. It also means that fewer schools will be 
built. The board now is talking in terms of 15 
projects. 

Loss of any of the bond issue schools is a 
serious business. They represent not the com- 
plete netds of public education in St. Louis, 
but only the critical and essential needs. If the 
system were to come anywhere meeting even its 
serious building requirements, the bill would 
come to at least another $15,000,000, as the old 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee pointed out. 


The School Board is not to blame. Like indi- 
viduals and businesses everywhere.it is caught 
in the vicious inflationary spiral of the times. 
This means fewer schools and hard decisions on 
which buildings will be eliminated. 


Some blame may well fall on the Board of 
Aldermen, which recently tighténed the building 
code so as to prohibit large schools of a light- 
steel construction that some school officials be- 
lieve to be cheaper than the older methods cur- 
rently required. As yet, however, a final deter- 
mination of the relative costs has not been 
made here, although a test is scheduled. 


If it can be shown that the light-steel is cheap- 
er and just as safe, the School Board might well 
go to the Aldermen for help. The savings might 
be enough to put up another school. 
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Trade With the Soviets? 


Secretary Acheson is no doubt correct in de- 
nouncing the forthcoming “international eco- 
nomic conference” at Moscow as a propaganda 
trick, and in advising American business men 
against participating. 

Like the various Soviet-sponsored peace con- 
gresses, which permitted the Soviets to talk for 
peace without acting for peace, the economic 
conference is evidently designed to create propa- 
ganda for East-West trade, but not necessarily 
an actual improvement in trade relations. 


If Secretary Acheson is justified in knocking 
down the Moscow conference, the more import- 
ant question is whethtr the West will take any 
steps of its own to encourage expanded trade 
with the Soviet sphere. The fact is that the vir- 
tual embargo now existing is costly to the West 
as well as to the Soviets. If trade could be re- 
vived on mutually beneficial terms, it might not 
be a bad bargain. 

For example, the United States today is giving 
Western Europe dollars with which to buy Amer- 
ican coal. If Western Europe could get more of 
its coal from Poland, its normal source of sup- 
ply, in exchange for exports which we ourselves 
are not prepared to buy, why would not the 
arrangement benefit the West quite as much as 
the Soviets? 

At least the possibilities are going to be ex- 
amined. The United Nations Commission for Eu- 
rope has voted unanimously for a survey by Gun- 
nar Myrdal, its executive secretary, of the prac- 
tical opportunities for East-West trade expan- 
sion. If Mr. Myrdal’s exploration shows reason- 
ably favorable prospects, a meeting of trade ex- 
perts is to be called next fall. 

This U.N. initiative can hardly be dismissed 
as Soviet propaganda. Mr. Myrdal should at least 
be given every eneouragement to find out what 
might be done toward promoting peaceful trade.

Normally, this game is permissible. It 
is in the best and longest tradition of 
American politics. But these are not nor- 
mal times. We are at a juncture when the 
American people must make crucial deci- 
sions—especially in the field of foreign 


policy. 
Domestic Policy Is No Island 


Foreign policy is the great issue because 
it determines also domestic policy, as wit- 
ness the influence of the national govern- 
ment budget, mainly relating to foreign 
affairs, on our tax structure, industrial 
policies, price structure and all else. 


I think that Senator Taft accurately re- 
flects the dominant Republican philosophy 
and that, while I do not agree with him 
on many things, he should be the Repub- 
lican nominee.

Justice Douglas’ foreign policy differs 
from that of President Truman and Sena- 
tor Taft in that it calls for a positive, af- 
firmative movement in behalf of democ- 
racy in the world, rather than a merely 
negative and defensive policy to “contain” 
Communism and preserve the status quo. 


Justice Douglas’ policy is one of rolling 
with the pitch in the present world storm 
in order to bring the good ship “Democ- 
racy,” here and all over the world, into 
a good, safe and even better harbor. He 
is a realist, and not a King Canute. 


He would not try to stop Communism 
by shouting epithets at it, nor by fighting 
it by a method which would not stop it but 
spread it and bring destruction upon us 
in the bad bargain. 


He would have us go along with the 
legitimate revolutions in the world, not try 
to suppress them, and win these revolu- 
tions, especially in Asia, for American 
ideals. He wouid have democracy not by 
adopting totalitarian, left or right, meth- 
ods, but by the only way democracy can 
be saved—by democratic methods, by ap- 
plying more democracy, not less. 

He would have us support and encour- 
age democratic elements in other coun- 
tries, not fascist, feudal or monarchistic 
elements, as has been the case under the 
Truman policy. That way alone, I am 
convinced, lies our salvation, if-we really 
believe in what America stands for. 


A Dark Horse Could Win—If 


I know that as things now stand there 
is little chance that Justice Douglas will 
be the nominee. He does hot have the 
Truman guard for him. He has no 
claquers. 

But he could be the nominee if the rank

Inner Conflicts of Love 


BACK OF TOWN “f Marittea Wolff. (Rendom 

House, 436 pgs., $3.50 

In “Back of mine Maritta Wolff re- 
turns to a situation and locale similar to 
that of her first novel “Whistle Stop.” 
That book of love and life in a drab Mid- 
western town won a major book award in 
1940, In this present work, she again comes 
up with a first rate novel. It is at its best 
when delineating the basic emotions, urges, 
and weariness of its characters. These 
characteristics inevitably inspire the con- 
flict and drama which Miss Wolff handles 
with adroitness. 


Basically the story of “Back of Town” 
is that of Sherry and Nella. Sherry the 
boy who returns to his town, and Nella, 
the girl who never forgot him. The plot 
of the book concerns itself with the bar- 
riers which come between these two. More- 
over, Sherry and Nella are each so stub- 
born, highly emotional and confused by 
the frustrations and ordinariness of their 
lives that each ‘s left wholly drained of 

the intelligence nec- 
essary to approach 
his own problems, 
The strength and 
well planned motiva- 
tions with which 
Miss Wolff handles 
her two main charac- 
ters paradoxically 
point up the only de- 
ficiency in her book. 
Her two protagon- 
ists, Sherry and Nel- 
la, are so well drawn 
that they don’t need 
any of the impedi- 
Maritta Wolff ments thrown by the 
plot. They are strong 
enough and interesting enough to carry 
the book all by themselves. Against them, 
the plot seems averly elaborate and im- 
probable. 


It is necessary, before the story can un- 
wind itself, that Sherry marry twice and 
lose both wives. He gets himself so tied 
up in the machinations of the author, al- 
most all wholly artificial, that the reader 
fears that the obvious denouement be- 
tween the two main characters will be 
overlooked. Fortunately it isn’t, and the 
book sustains the interest it promises. 


Maritta Wolff is a highly polished, first- 
rate writer. It is hard to imagine her writ- 
ing a really bad book. She has a firm grasp 
on the necessary motivation and emotion 
to carry a story line. She knows how to 
set up characters with conflicting person- 
alities, antagonistic to each other, who 
yet are able to find that shred of attrac- 
ion for each other that lies within them.

Outside the official service histories, 
our World War II records are scattered 
in the memoirs of participants or journal- 
ists. Only now are the historians getting 
around to it. Dr. Harrison’s book is a good 
sample of the kind of expert summary 
the inquiring layman could use. Written 
primarily for college students, it is never- 
theless such a concise, colorful chronicle 
as to merit a much wider audience. The 
author impresses one favorably by his 
narrative skill and the soberness of his 
verdicts. 

On China, for example, the author says, 
“Chinese nationalism is an aroused dragon 
far beyond the control of either the 
United States or Soviet Russia.” In Asia 
he sees both us and the Russians em- 
broiled in a “seething cauldron of revo- 
lutionary nationalism.” As for ourselves, 
he speaks soundly when he adjures us 
to devote more time to international and 
human relations than we have done 
hitherto.

GOLD MEDAL FOR FICTION

NEW YORK, March 20—Thorn- 
ton Wilder, novelist and play- 
wright, has been selected by 
members of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters and the 
American Academy of Arts and 
Letters as recipient of the 1952 
gold medal for fiction, it was 
announced yesterday by Paul 
Manship, president of the acad- 
emy. 

Manship said the medal was 
awarded for the author’s work as 
a whole, rather than for one spe- 
cific achievement. Wilder is the 
author of five novels, “The Bridge 
of San Luis Rey,” “The Ides of 
March,” “The Cabala,” “The 
Woman of Andros” and ‘‘Heaven’s 
My Destination.”

At 7 p.m. an audience files 
in and sees the show—not shot as is a movie in 
short takes—but in three or four long takes (on 
three cameras simultaneously) like long scenes of 
a play. 

By using an audience and by keeping a coherent 
story line, the cast of I Love Lucy, headed by 
Lucille Ball and Desi Arnaz, knows where it is 
going. The show has spontaneity and it has, in a 
very real sense, acting. The other type of filmed 
show like The Unexpected, Boston Blackie and 
about a score of other filmed series now belting 
around the TV circuits, seem to be lifeless affairs 
with no emotional content at all. Why? My theory 
is that these are movie-trained actors who are em- 
ploying techniques that simply won't work on a 
mass production basis.

THE KNOW-HOW of which Hollywood is so 
proud is a perfectionist technique. It works fine 
for “A” pictures where, if you can get two minutes 
of completed picture in the can, you’ve done a 
good day’s work. The system requires fine direction 
and endless time and money for retakcs, 

But the TV film producers haven't the fine 
directors or the time and the money. Consequently, 
the very techniques which contributed so much to 
the polish and perfection of major movies are turn- 
ing out appalling television shows.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Replacing Loose and Damaged 
Floor Tile. 


F YOU insist that the only way 
| to keep a linoleum or asphalt 

tile floor clean is to submerge 
it under several inches of water 
at frequent intervals there is a 
very good chance of some of the 
tile eventually becoming loose. 

Once a tile is loose the best 
thing to do is to take it up and 
re-cement it back into place. 


If you can work a little water 
under the tile it will soften up 
the remaining cement so the tile 
can be lifted out of place. Re- 
move the cement from the back 
of the tile with water and then 
allow things to dry thoroughly. 


Toat the section of the floor 
where the tile fits with cement 
and then press the tile back into 
position. Make a note not to use 
water on this sort of flooring. 


Sometimes a tile is so badly 
stained or damaged that it must 
be replaced if the floor is to 
have its old attractive appear- 
ance. 


The best way to do this is to 
cut an opening in the center of 
the damaged tile so that you can 
get water in under the tile to 
soften up the cement. Don’t try 
prying up the tile along the edges 
because you'll probably damage 
the adjoining ones which is some- 


‘thing you don’t want to do. 


After the damaged piece :has 
been removed, get a new tile the 
same color and shade and spread 
your cement on the floor, after 
removing the old hard cement, 
and press the tile into place. 


When you're preparing Swiss 
steak add a half cup of nonfat 
dry milk solids to a quarter cup 
of the seasoned flour you pound 
into the meat.
